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The School Board herewith submits to the citizens 
of the school district of Freedom the following report: 

This report gives the financial standing of the dis- 
trict for the year ending June 30, 1927. It also deals 
with the problem of providing a playground near the 
school building. 

The School District faces a real problem in the 
matter of school grounds. When the schoolhouse was 
built, no provision was made for a playground as the 
land that was bought is only wide enough to set the 
building on, and extends only from the back of the 
building to the street. In fact there isn’t room on 
which to pile the wood supply. 

With a school of from forty to sixty pupils, a play- 
ground is a necessity since organized play has come 
_ to take a very important place in a child’s normal de- 
velopment. The Masonic Lodge having acquired the 
church building, all the land with it is to be graded and 
consequently cannot be used as a playground. This 
takes all the land on one side of the school house and 
Mr. Mills owns all the land on the other side and in the 
rear of the school building. Some action regarding 
this matter should be taken by the District at the 
coming school meeting.

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SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 


To the School Board of Freedom: 


I herewith submit my second annual report of the 
schools in Freedom School District. 

The Primary School, taught by Ruth A. Pearson, 
has 21 pupils. 

The Grammar School, taught by Phil A. Bennett, 
has 25 pupils. 

The attendance is better than it was last year 
and good results are being accomplished. The noon 
lunch, furnished by the Women’s Club and Mothers’ 
Club is very helpful and much appreciated. The $25 
furnished by the Woman’s Club for Manual Training 
is a fine gift. Games and drills are well handled in 
these schools. 

At the Community Night, held last spring, an in- 
teresting group of citizens saw some of the best pri- 
mary reading in the state. They also saw some fine 
demonstration work in science and practical mathe- 
matics. 


Repairs 


At the time of this meeting a plea was made for 
the installation of sanitary toilets. Very wisely the 
progressive school board has completed this work, 
much to the comfort and safety of the teachers and pu- 
pils. A considerable sum of money was contributed 
by friends toward paying for this improvement. The 
outside of the building has been improved by a good 
coat of paint. New stair treads were placed. Thus 
the building is gradually coming up to date—a source of 
pride to the town. 
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For next year I recommend the installation of 
ventilating heaters in the schoolrooms. In addition the 
building should be thoroughly cleaned from top to bot- 
tom and all furniture redressed. Care should be tak- 
en that other school buildings in town do not suffer 
defacement and decay. 


Medical Inspection 


Through the school nurse, with the support of lo- 
cal agencies, a successful dental clinic was conducted 
by the late Dr. Gilman of Pittsfield. I sincerely hope 
another such clinic can be held this coming spring. 

I also make a plea that attention be given to the 
Toxin Anti-Toxin treatment. This is a simple effec- 
tive method of preventing the much-dreaded disease, 
diphtheria. Parents should seek. advice from author- 
ities, including the family physician, and decide this 
matter promptly. 

Parents are urged to have defects remedied when 
children are found to need treatment of any kind.

The schools of New Hampshire are moving ahead. 
Trained teachers are available. The normal schools 
offer four-year curricula, training teachers for high 
school as well as elementary. The actual number of 
days of schooling is increasing. | 

Three young ladies from this town have become 
teachers in the state—Dorothy Huckins, Hazel Weeks 
and Avis Mills. They are a credit to Freedom. Their 
preparation was secured at Plymouth Normal School. 
These teachers have an opportunity to exert a strong 
influence on the citizenshp of the rising generation. 

The successful school needs a trained teacher, reg- 
ular attendance and a full year of unbroken sessions. 
The schools speak for the civilization of the future.
